DUBLIN'S DAYS, 


A Shert Sketch ofthe Early Days of Laurens County. 
From the Dublin Post. 

We present below, a letter written by Hon. Joseph 
Garduer to the Licking Valley Scorcher, 
published in Kentucky. 
ing: 

This little town, where Iam now stopping, is 

situated a short distance from the Oconee river 
about thirty or forty miles from the head of navi 
gation. It was laid out in 1814, before Judge 
Longstreet wrot2 his Georgia Scenes, or Thompson 
wrote Major Jones’ courtship and travels. It has a 
population of about six hundred. The county was 
organized in 1807 and named in honor of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Jonn Lawrens of revolutionary fame. 
His character is first-class, In 1781 he was sent by 
congress on a special mission to France to ask for a 
loan of money and to procure military stores. 
his successin this business he was 
the thanks of congress. Upon his return he imme- 
diately rejoined the American army which was 
then commencing the seige of Yorktown. The 
terms of the capitulation were arranged by him 
and he received with hisown hand the presented 
sword of Cornwallis. it contains 473,600 acres of 
land, a large portion-of which is covered with the 
jong leaf pine from which turpentine is made. The 
population in 1880 was 10,051, of which number 
4,302 were negroes; wealth $1,500,000 yearly. Cotton, 
corn, oats, Sweet potatoes, wool and live stock are 
the productions, The people are intelligent, agree 
able aud hospitality is characteristic. Education 
is receiving much attention and whites and blacks 
too have a good schoo! fund and are making use of 
it advantageously. The drouth which has been 
very severe here this year haahurt the planters 
very much, but there are many prosperous farmers 
and with a good season next year they will recover 
their losses. Landsare very cheap, the climate is 
ihe best to be found anywhere in the country. 
Hogs can be raied here for market ata less cost 
than is Kentucky. In politics this county is largely 
democratic, that partly having carried the day of 
late by over 500 majority. Among the whites there 
is but on# republican and he is a federal soldier 
who drawsa pensior from the government. The 
negroes are very much devoted in their political 
notions and at the last election the negro, republi- 
ean candidate, only received four votes.

Search of the Indiaus tor a Stelen Child -Governor 
Gilmer Appeaied To. 
From the Oconee, Ga‘, Vidette. 
I will endeavor to write you a little story. It is 
the true history of a little Indian girl, who was 
about one year old atthe time, according to my 


recollection. 

In 18388, when the Cherokee Indians were being 
removed from what was known as Cherokee, Ga. 
to some ‘territory which had just been given them 
by our government, ayouhg W hite man named 
James Vaught, who, living in that country, had 
married a half-breed Indian. The mother having 
to go west with her tribe, and the father, not wish. 
ing to accompany them, stole 
Josephine, from its mother and for some days 
in the woods with it, The alarm was given, our 
soldiers, who were toconduct the Indians, seoured 
the country for the lost child, but to no avail he 
father made his escape on horseback with hisdear 
little child onapillow before him which some 
friend had kindly given bim, and carried bis little 
darling to his aunt’s, Mrs. Dayld Grier, in Wash- 
ington county, three and a half miles from where I 
lived then and now. He left the child with his 
aunt, and going away, requested her not to give it 
up to any one without hisconsent. The child re

lived on the public road, and often entertained 
travelers for the night. A few months after the 
child was left there, a stranger stopped for the 
night, and seeing the child, inquired how it came 
there. He proved to be from the Cherokee country. 
and on his return he reported tosome of the family 
the whereabeuts of thechild. A few weeks after 
this, a party, consisting of several women and a 
tall, fine-looking mau (half breed Indian) arrived 
in the neighborhood. Mrs. “reer, hearing of it, 
sent the child to their plantation. The party called 
op Mrs. G.,and one of the women asked her to take 
a walk, and said: . I learn that my 
child is here, and I have come all the way from 
Cherokee nation forit. Please give her to me.”’ 
Mrs, G,, feeling much sympathy for the distressed 
mother,saidtoher; ‘‘Yourehild is not far off, but 
Lam not authorized togive herup. I made my 
nephew a solemn promise not to give her to anyone 
without his consent. The way may'be open to you 
to get yourehijd. I would not rmturn home too 
soon.’™ The party then went to Milledgevii e, 14 
miles, and eonsulted Governor Gilmer in regard to 
what steps should be taken to procure the lost child 
The governor advised them to be quiet a few days; 
and upon inguiry learned that Mr. Harper Tucker 
aerned anegro man, named Pompey, whose wife 
lived on Mr. Grier’s plantation. With the assist 
ance of Mr. Tucker, Pompey was bribed to find out 
where the child was hidden. Hereported that the 
child was locked upin the plantation house of Mr. 
Grier. With this informatiena search warrant was 
obtained from the proper officer and pl 
in the hands of the sheriff, Mr 
Ennis, grandfather of our present 
iff, whoin company withthe man of the 
proceeded to the place designated, and found the 
child. The Indian sprang forward and pressed the 
ehild to his bosom, saying: ‘'1’1l die by this child be 
fore I giveitup.’’ Hecarried the child to Milledge- 
ville and delivered is toits mother, who rejoiced 
exceedingly—the lost was found. There was much 
sympathy forthe mother, and the people generally 
were glad when it was restored to her. Governor 
Gilmer mentions this incident in his 
book and said his wife and other 
ladies made suitable clothing for the child, and 
the glad mother and her party went on their way 
rejoicing. The father returned in afew weeks to 
look after his precious child. and his disappoint 
ment was great when he found bis little Josephine 
had been carried away to the Cherokee pation by 
its mother He cou!d attach, however, no blameto 
his Aunt, Mrs. Grier. She was one of God's no 
blest women, and lived to be‘about 90 years of #ge, 
and died last spring at the old homestead. She

Probably no people ever suffleied so large a draft 
on their producing classes unless 1t were on some 
yreat temporary emergency. ihe cousequence 1s, 
there are already 2 315 women and childreu on the 
list of indigents, recelving aid from the state under 
the act to provide for soldiers’ families.

Members only are admitted 
and no genuine social club on earih is more exclu- 
sive; but here the qualifications are not of birth or 
worth, the possession of moncy aud a dispositien 
to risk it on the green cloth being all that is de- 
manded by the managers. A house at 18 West 
Twenty: fifth street has been Inxuriously fitted up, 
aud] need not hesitate to give the address, since 
the info: mation can lead no visitor furtherin then 
the vestibule. Admission is positively denied to 
straugers, because there is no disposition to risk 
the etiing in of detectives. There are thus far a 
hundred and thirty members, who have paid an 
initiation fee of twenty-five dollarseach. The pro- 
jectors are delighted with their scheme, which thus 
at the outset promises to flnally yield a fund suffi 
cientto reimburse them for their out lay in fittiug 
up the premises, aud to place them beyond the 
need of dividiug their profits with the police. Their 
luck is further excelleut in the fact that the popu 
lar game this winter is baccarat, at which swindling 
by the bankers is perfectly simple and easy. A 
dealer at uufaii faro must be an adept in the hand 
ling of cards, or use fraudulent apparatus. It 
net so with bagcsrat, The dealer takes two cards, 
and gives two to each piayer. One card apiece may 
afterwards be drawn. Then the hoider ofthe card 
nearest to a certain value Wins. The ostensible 


advantage of the bauk is about five per cent; but 


there is no need, other than acon:eieniious qualm, 
for letting the Gupes off at that slow rate of loss 
The plajers sit round a table, and at their backa 
stauds spectators, amoung whom may be placed pals 
of the dealer, who by private sigaais keep him ad- 
vised of the value of the hands.

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SUFFERING TERRIBLE TORMENTS. 


The Shipwreeked Orew of he Uedefuctress all but 
Dying with i hirat. 
From the New York times. 

The steam-ship State of Pennsylvania, 
Captain Ritebie, of the State line, which 
arrived yesterday from Glasgow, brought 
seven survivors of the British bark Benefac- 
tress. The Benefactress was going to pieces 
she was abandoned on November 28, in lJati- 
tude 53° 30° and longitude 28° 20’. Fifteen of 
the bark’s crew left herin the long boat two 
days before the final abandoment, and were 
probably lost. Captain Jobn Campell, of the 
Benefactress, states that he left Indian Cove. 
near Que bec, for Greennock, witha cargo of 
square timber, on November 2. A heavy gale 
set in on November 15, but the bark weather- 
ed this in safety. On November 17 another 
heavy gale set in, and soon increased into a 
terrific hurricane from west-north-west. The 
Benefactress, which was put before the wind. 
bebaved well until 8:30 in the evening. The 
hark was then in latitude 52° 2’ and Jongitude 
23°. A heavy sea struck her on the stern and 
caused her to broach to. She swung round 
to starboard, andin an instant was thrown 
upon her sport beam ends. ‘The cabin 
forecastie were flooded and the occupants 
rushed on deck in a state of terror. The 
wheel was abandoned and ail hands climbed 
to the starboard side of the vessel, where they 
clung, while enormous waves swept over 
them. The portside of the deck from the 
hatches to the rail was entirely under water 
A spair topsail yard which had been lashed 
on deck got adrift and rolled about battering 
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in the deckhouses and hatches. The men 
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' were unable to make any attempt toward 


securing it. Three boats were swept over- 
board, leaving only the longboat, which had 
veen securely !ashed en the top of the house. 
As the men clung to the starboard railing 
‘hey saw the cabin and forecastle completely 
cutted, 
_ foe burricane raged with great fury during 
ne entire evening, and the wreck strained 
ivliently. It was evident that the hold was 
rapidly filling. Several times the men nar- 
rowly escaped being swept overboard. At 11 
clock ip the evening Captain Cam pell order- 
ca his men tocut away the topmasts. The 
:pper spars were soon cut loose, and the bull 
lowly righted itself. The pumps were then 
¢xamiped, and it was found that semething 
viich bad fallen from aloft had bent the ma- 
iinery so that it was useless. The bark began 
‘o rollin afrigbtfull manneras soon as she 
‘ad rigbted, and no attempt was made to con- 
trol her. Shortly afier midnighttbe hold was 
entirely full of water. The seas made a com- 
plete breach over the bark as she rolled from 


side to side, and the crew found it very diffi- 
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such as | 


to avoid being washed overboard. Every 
berth had been swept out of the cabin, while 
but three out of twenty-two bad been left in 
re forecastie, T en passed the remain- 
der of the night on deck. At about 4 o'clock 
nu the morning the stcerm abated. All of the 
fresh water was in tanksstowed in the hold. 
Commun) on Wi ks had been cut 
off, and there was now no meansof obtaining 
fresh water. The only provisions to be had 
were bard bread, a few cans of meat, and & 
quantiiy of apples. Bur fur the latter the mer 
wou.d have died trom tbirst. They kept 
chewing these constant y, and in this way 
managed to relievetheirthirst. Tne moment 
they stopped «chewing the apples, however 
their throats became parched and tney suffer- 
ed greatly. Astnuere was but three berths 
left the greater part of the crew was obliged 
to remain under the lee of the weather 
bulwarks night day. The wind came 
from north-north-west, and the weather was 
boisterous during the following week. The 
men-had only the clothing which they wore 
when tne bark broached to. Every.hing else 
had been swept away. Several were without 
oilskins, and were kept drenched through the 
whole time. No vessel hove in sight, and the 
sulferings of the meno from thirst and expos- 
ure became more and more intense. A little 
water was caught in a sail, but this was very 
tarry and umpulatable. Brandy was mixed 
With it, but there was only a few spoonfuls 
foreach man. The timber in the hold work- 
ed so violently that the bark appeared about 
to go to pieces. 

Un Monday, November 26, the weather wag 
fine. The sailors were anxious to abandon 
the bark. They said that it could 
not hold tuyether much longer Captain Camp- 
bell advised his men to stick by the vessel 
and to keep the long-boat as a very /ast resort. 
The sailors, however, decided to leave the 
ship, and they launched the long-boat. 
Captain Campbell did not eppose them, but 
he strongly advised them to remain. At last, 
when hey had placed bread enough for a 
fortnight. a few cans of meat, and a sack of 
apples in the boat, he gave they a compass 
and told them that their course towards St. 
Georg'’s channel was east-south-east, The men 
to d the otficers that they were unwise to stay 
ou the wreck One boy remained with the 
captain,’’ but the other two went with the 
men. The boat pushed away and steered in 
the direction which the captain had advised. 
The nearest land, according to the csaptain’s 
reckoning, was about 500 miles distaut. As 
the boat gracually ¢rew away froin the wreck 
the sallors could be seen waving their bands 
asa farewell. Those who remained behind 
were deeply affected. Captain Campbell now 
had but five men and a boy with him They 
were Jobn Lindsav, mate; James Birkett 
second mate; Nei! Brown, carpenter; Joseph 
Cairns, steward; Thomas Newrey, cook, and 
Alexander McLachlan. boy. The men who 
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Roderick Morrison, William Melune, Wil- 
liam Cahill, James McQueen, Roderick Camp- 
bell, Neil McRao, Thomas Gallacher, Joseph 
Campbell, and Hugh McNeilligon, ordinary 
seamen, and James McNealy and Neil Mc- 
Mullins, boys, 

Early thac evening the weather became 
rough again, and befere midnight it was 
blowipga gale. Captain Campbell and hig 
oflicers paced the deck during the night, and 
as the storm grew more furious they felt cer- 
tain that the 15 men who left in the boat had 
been iost. At4 o'clock next morning the 
weather once more moderated. The only 
hope of the seven who remained on the bark 
now depened on some passing vessel coming 
to their rescue. During the morning of 
November 28 the mizzenmast went by the 
board and its rigging carnedaway the park's 
stern and rudder. Timber then began to 
wash out through the stern. At 2o’clock in 
the afternoda the smoke of a steam-ship was. 
discovered, She proved to be the State of 
Pennsylvania. Her course was considerably 
to the northward of the wreck, but her officers 
soon noticed the latter. She ran down to the 
wreck, a life-boat was lowered, and the seven 
suffering survivors wererescued. When ther 
reached the deck of the Pennsylvania they 
were given water. Its very sizht overeame 
them. They dropped upon the deck and 
Carpenter Brown fainted. When they recov- 
ered within an bour afterward they drank a 
gallon of water apiece. They were treated 
with great kindness on the steamship. Mate 
Lindsay is still sufferiog from the effects of 
ex posure,

‘The senator is the chairmain of the 
senate committee on education and labor, and is 
noted for his close application to the many affairs 
brought to the consideration of that body. His la- 
bors during this recent extra undertaking of the 
committee have been remarkable. He started at 
the beginning and remained to the end of that long 
tediousseries of sittings arid inquiries, covering sev- 
eral months, sweeping over @ tl rritory from Boston 
through a big western circuit and down south as 
far as Mobile, touching almostevery city, examin- 
ing thousands of wituesses of every profession and 
trade, and of every grade in society from Vauder 
bilt, who is independent enough to ‘‘d—n the pub- 
lic,’’to the poor discharged operative or striker who 
didn’t know where bis next meal would come 
from. After al! this Senator Blairisas fresh in his 
enthusiasm for the work as if it had only begun. | 
asked him when the report would be ready.

No less pleasing isfthe outlook for the manufacture 
of cotton, especially where, as in 

THE GEORGIA FACTORIES, 
there is a progressive and inteiligent direction of 
labor. The milisof Columbus and Augusta are 
famous over the entirecountry and they impressed 
the committee very forcibly. It is demonstrated 
that these mills have an advantage in the raw ma 
terial of from 4 to7 percentover the factories at 
Manchester, New Hampstire,or Lowell, Massachu- 
setts. One of the draw backs to the southern miils 
is the want of skilled labor, and the growing de- 
mand in states like Georgia for techno- 
logical schools is 4 recognition of 
this deficiency The prosperity of 
southern milis with their present methods, sim- 
ply shows how greatjyare the possibilities of cotton 
manufacture in the south. Of Atianta senator 
Blair speaks in terms of great hopefuiness, The 
variety. as well asthe extent of its manufactures, 
was pleasing to him and the brisk business method 
whieh beams, as it were, from the very face of the 
city, excited an admiration which he cordially ex- 
presses. His life long views on the policy of pro- 
tection must gite color to any prospect he 
would make eoncerning the tariff. Yetit may be 
worth while to remark that he predicts the rapid 
rise ofa party in the south which will co operate 
With any political faction that premises a just 
protection to the growing industries of that sectiou 
Said he: 

“As long as revenues are high there is practically 
no difference between the republican and the 
democratic parties. There is plenty of protection 
of necessity then. But when you come to: a low 
revenue aud consider how it is to be raised the par 
ties diverge. With the republicans protection isa 
principle. With the democrats it is an accident.’ 

As to the effect ef the forthcoming report on leg- 
islation no detinite opinion, says the senator, can 
now befound. It goesinto many problems which 
lie beyond the reach of legislafion. But of these 
the legislator should know something as he shoulé 
understand allthe needs and conditions of our 
complex population. In his opinion one of the 
great truths emphasized by the report will be the 
necessity for better popular education. That will 
lift the tone and raise the mora! jevel of the people 
above many of the present sources of discontent as 
well as crime. Industry, temperance, cconomy, 
honesty and all the virtues which constitute hign 
manhood and pure womanhood will be betier 
nourished and bear wore generous fruits. 
To many ie of the states national aid 
és indispensable to the proper improvement of 
<ommon schools. Everewhere the committee 
found men, rich and poor, asking for it. Senator 
Biair has been one of the foremost friends of this 
greatmovement. He says he grows continually 
more hopeful that it is soonto succeed and he 
believes that a bill vo secure it properly framed and 
well managed, can pass at the present session.

COMPLICATIONS WITH SPAIN, 


Frenchmau’s Conduct—Proclamation 
the Revolutioniata. 

LONDON, December 15.—A Madrid dispatch tothe 
Times states thata few the frontier 
station of Irun, on the, return from Paris to Mad- 
ridof M. Audreux, French ambassador to Spain, 
he physically maltreated and insulted the officials 
at the stalion who pointed out to him that in walk- 
ing in acertain part of the depot he was trespassing 
om ground from which the public was excluded.

LONDON, December 15.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times says he has reason to believe that Ch 
pa has submitted to the judgment of England the 
basis for an arrangement on the Tonquin question. 
It seems certain, he says, that despite all assertions 
to the contrary, there are no Chinese regulars at 
bac ninh or Sontay, thus the taking of those places 
by the French could not constitute a casus belli.

“Tell me something about feet,’’ said a Re- 
publican representative yesterday toa lead- 
_ ing shoe manufacturer of the district. 

“Well, tobegin with, as charity hidesa 
multitude of sins, se a well-made shoe covers 
very frequently a host of deformities and ug- 
Li inesses 

“How often? 

About two-thirds of the feet that walk 
over streets are more or less deformed and 
crippled with corns, bunions. sunken arches, 
ingrowing nails, and other unsightly, un- 
natural features. It is as rare to find a hartd 
some foot as a perfect hand—even rarer- 
the foot has to bearthe weicht of the 3 ody, 
and the style of shoe generally worn is much 
more objectionable than that of the 
Strange as it may appear at first glanc: 
are more men with well-shaped, natura! 
than women.” 

‘“What is the reason t! 

“I think it arises chiefly { 
bat nearly always ignorant, solicitude mo 
show about the feet of their dai ighters whe 
the latter are young, The custom of buyin, 
ready-made shoes, especially for children, is 
a fatal one to the beauty and the health of 
the feet. The average man and woman areas 
incapable of picking out a proper read y-made 
shoe as‘they are of selecting a pair of 
tacies suitable to the requireme nts o! 
eyes without calling in the aid of the occulist 
For example, the shoe should be two sizes 
longer than the foot. A mother, buying a 
pair of shoes for her child, will have the 
child’s foot incased inone of proper length, 
and then, feeling around the toe, will say ‘‘O, 
this shoe isentirely too long.’’ Off goes the 
shoe, and the little one’s tender feetare press- 
ed inapairno longer than the foot. The 
feet of a child grow rapidly, and any exces 
sive pressure, even if the nerves do not com- 
plain, acts injuriously. Then the ready 
made shoe, béing built on a gener: al measure, 
can not be adapted to the requirements of 
each individnal foot except at the expense of 
the foot. There is great difference in the size 
of the same person’s feet, one or the other be- 
ing longer, broader, with higher instep, larger 
heel etc. The ready made shoe is handy, is 
much cheaper than those made to order, but 
you can not fit your feet in them any more 
than you can get a perfeet fit in ready-made 
clothes—not so well, even, for all the promi- 
nent ready-made clothing houses have special 
tailors whose busimess it is to adapt the gar- 
ments to the peculiarities of the purchaser. 
Bat a shoe once made can not be tinkered un- 
til it is so far worn out as to need reconstruc- 
tion.”’ 

Which foot is the larger, 
or leit ?’’ 

“Generally the -right,in two outof three 
oases. But athird part of men and women 
have the left foot larger and longer. The dif- 
ference between the same man’s feet is some- 
times very great. I have made shoes for per- 
sons whose left foot had a high instep, while 
the right was as flat asa Maryland ash cake. 
Then again J have customers who wear a No. 
7 in length on the right and an 8 on the left 
foot. These people could not geta fitting shoe 
ready-made. They could not wear ‘them 
without pain and positive injury to the feet. 
But many people so constituted do wear thein, 
suffering misery and spoiling their feet all the 
while.’’ 

“What is the average siz 
by men?’ 

“From 7 to8. Tens are not uncommon, 
and even larger. No. 5 fora man of medium 
Size, is small. ‘The average size of 
shoe is—well, 3’s and 4's. But a vast number 
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of women wear.shoes much larger than those | 


numbers. And I have fitted ladies whose 
feet rivaled Cinderelia’s for smaliness and 
shape. Notlong since I made a pair of 
buttoned gaiters for a young lady, a resident 
of this city, whose feet, though not the small- 
est, were the most perfect I ever saw. when 
ablest sculptor that ever lived could not ha 
chiseled out of marbie a pair of more easter t 
feet.’’ 

“What was the size?”’ 

‘“Ones!”’ 

“Ones!” replied the 
a@ very small size‘ 

“Very small, not more than one grown 
woman in 10,000 haying so smalla foot. But 
there are ladies whose feet are even smaller 
than that. I have never seen, however, so 
perfectly shaped a foot, and I have made shoes 
to order for twenty-three years in this city.’’ 

“Who was the lady®’’ asked the reporter. 
‘What is hername?”’ 

“Ah! thatI can not tell. It would bea 
breach of confidence between merchant and 
customer. I don’t mind telling you, how- 
ever, that she is employ ed in the bureau of 
engraving and printing.’’ 

“Perhapssheis a dwarf, hence the small- 
ness of her feet,’’ suggested the reporter. 

“No, she isof medium size, slender, de- 
cidedly pretty, with hazel eyes and brown 
hair. She is very unwise, however, to wear 
buttoned gaiters. Nothing so soon spoils the 
arch of the foot and beats down the instep, 
making the foot flat as buttoned gaiters. You 
observe,’’ continued the shoe dealer, ‘‘that 
the flesh aroung the instep in unusually ten- 
der, and has but little support. The bones of 
the foot are not calculated to standacontinu- 
ous pressure such as a buttoned gaiter gives 
ontop. Well, the effect of wearing them is 
to cause the flesh to spread out and flatten 
and the bones to yield. until finally a well- 
shaped, handsome foot is made ugly. A 

iter that laces up the front is bad, very bad 

or the feet, but not so objectionable as the 
buttoned. A shoe that laces up the side is far 
better, and, as ladies generally will not wear 
boots, is the best shoe to preserve the health 
and beauty of the foot.” 

“Why do you say ‘boots 

“Because boots are the only kind of foot 
covering that answers all requirements of 
health, comfort and good looks. A boot, well 
made—and, of course, I mean properly made, 
in all cases—braces up. the footandankle,and 
rests the extremity instead ot fatiguing. Such 
evils, as pointed toes and narrow swles, should 
never even be thought of, much less worn. 
Bui they are.”’ 

“Yes and willbe. Men ought not to get 
drunk; or, in fact, lead lives other than of the 
highest purity, but they do, and will con- 
tinue .odoso And hencethey are always 
gimning and alwaysrepenting. Nature, how- 
ever, has given one remedy for corns and 
bunions, und the same agent will go far to the 
restoring of deformed feet to their original 
shape.’ 

“Tell me that, by all means.’ 

“The use of hot water and soap. No mat 
ter how badly his pedai extremities have been 
abused, ifa man will soak his feet every 
night in hot water for about fifteen minutes, 
and use soap on them freely, he will get cured 
of corns, etc ; a sunken instep will be restor 
ed, and the parts of the feet will assume their 
normal proportions. He must continue the 

ractice, sometimes for many months, but it 
igs never failing. Of course, he must wear 
properly made shoes all the whiie.”’
